CROWD WROUGHT TO FURY 
BY THE WANTON SHOOTING 


And Cars Were Wrecked as 
They Came Down the Street. 
The Tragedy Followed an 
Unusually Quiet Day---Labor 
Leaders Claim the Strike Is 
Spreading. 


Philadelphia, Mareh 8&.—Six persons, 
including a young girl, were wounded 
tonight by bullets fired by a party of 
alleged strike-breakers who rode wild- 
ly up and down Frankfort avenue in 
a trolley car and shot into the crowds 
that lined the sidewalks. 

After one of the most uheventful 
days since the beginning of the strike 
the stoning of cars was renewed to- 
night along Frankford avenue, the 
principal thoroughfare in the mil! dis- 
trict in the northeast. 

A stone thrown by one of the crowd 
i1.jured a strike-breaking motorman. I®- 
furiated at this, a crowd of about loa 
of his comrades took out a car, all of 
the windows of which they broke with 
clubs. As the loaded with 
armed strike-breakers ‘sped down 
Frankford avenue bullets were rained 
at the jeering crowd.

FESTIVE BURGLAR CHASE 


DRAWS IMMENSE CROWD 


What appeared at first sight to be a 
negro uprising, and developed into a 
festive burglar chase, took place yes- 
terday afternoon about 6 o'clock, when 
Robert Bennet, a well-known negro 
police character, attempted to breax 
into the house in the rear of J. R. Nut- 
ting’s home at 87 Merritts avenue. 

The burglar was detected by a ser- 
Vant. Immediately the alarm was cried 
and a crowd gathered,and began the 
chase. Every steps the crowd 
would grow larger—like a snowball 
rolling down hill (only this simile 
must be applied backward in regard to 
color). Up hill and down dale, under 
houses and over fences, the fleeing ne- 
gro went, until the scene presented be- 
gan to look like a moving-picture play. 
Yells of “Stop, thief,” soon became 
“Catch tae burglar,’ and that, in turn, 
changed to “He's killed somebody.” 
Gradually the crime of the pursued 
grew to such enormous proportions 
that residents along the line of chase 


grew frightened, fearing a iynching. 
Police barracks was communicated

with, and Officers Barfield, Posey, 
Webb and Bailey went to the scene 
with all the firearms they could con- 
veniently carry. 

From afar these fearless officers 
could see the crowd rolling and tossing 
like a huge black cloud. 

“Well, boys,” said Posey, “I guess we 
are in for a siege-—but they will cer- 
tainly have to walk over my dead body 
before they string him up.” 

These sentiments, so nobly express- 
ed. bolstered up the courage of the 
others, and they dug thejr toes into the

Albany. N. Y., March &. —United 
States Senator Elihu Root, presumably 
reflecting the wishes of President Taft, 
has taken active charge of the critical 
situation in the republican party in 
New York state. 

Upset by the Telegram. 

Tonight, on the eve of a conference 
of republican senators, called to elect 
a successor “to Senator Jotham 
P. Allds as temporary president of the 
Senator Root sent a telegram 
Frederick M. Davenport 
advocating the candidacy of Senator 
Harvey D. Hinman, of Binghamton, a 
staunch supporter of tne poiicié+ 6s 
Governor Hughes, as against Senator 
George A. Davis, of Buffalo, and Sena- 
tor George H. Cobb, of Watertown, 
rival aspirants for the leadership. 

The telegram read at the con- 
ference, which earlier in the day seem- 
ed likely give Cobb a majority of 
the republican votes for this office. 
Its immediate effect was the adjourn- 
ment of this meeting without action 
until Thursday night. 

Both Cobb and Davis havé been re- 

garded as among the senators opposed 
to certain of the governor's policies. 
_ While the governor has given .me« 
public expression of his opinion on the 
question of leadership, he has all along® 
favored the election of Senator Hin- 
man and he expressed satisfaction to- 
that Senator Root had interested 
in the situation.

Washington, March 8.—Basing its 
case largely on its claim that the cor- 
porations merged with the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey, in 1899, 
were non-competing at that time, and 
on the allegation that the interpreta- 
tion given to the Sherman anti-trust 
law by the lower court would strike 
own organized business, the Standard 
Oil Company today filed in the su- 
preme court of the Uillited States its 
brief against the dissolution of that 
organization. 

The dissolution was ordered by the 
circuit court of the United States for 
the eastern district of Missouri as a 
result of a petition filed by the gov- 
ernment in 1906. Whether or not the 
decree of dissolution shall stand will 
come up on Monday for oral argument 
in the supreme court. 

Preparing Goverament Brief. 
Frank E. Kellogg is nowin this city 
utting the finishing touches on the 

brief of the government, while Attor- 
ney General Wickersham is understood 
to be preparing an otal argument of 
the case. The brief for the ‘Standard 
Oil” bears the namesof T. D. Watson, 
John M. Freeman and Ernest C. Irwin. 

The argument of counsel for the 
“Standard Oil” in support of the con- 
tention that the corporations whose 
stocks were exchanged in 1899. for 
stock in the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey were non-competitors, is 
based on the assertion that they were 
all owned at that time in the same 
proportion and by the same people who 
owned the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey. 

It is claimed the method of organiza- 
tion In 1899 was- dictated by economic 
reasons, and that the business created 
by the individual defendants, John D. 
Rockefeller, William R. Rockefeller, 
John D. Archbold, Oliver H. Payne, 
Henry M. Flagler, Charles M. Pratt 
and Henry H. Rogers, was a lawful 
one, the success of which, it is as- 
serted, was the legitimate reward of 
what is described as unusual risk, en- 
ergy, Skill and plenty of capital 

Because They Made a Mistake. 

In summing up thelr brief, counsel 
put their cage this way: 

“This group of men have done all 
this; have created property, have cre- 
ated wealth, have added to the wealth 
of our country and its taxable prop- 
erty; have done it with their own 
means and skill and industry: worked 
at it from 1869 to 1910: risked their 
fortunes in its development; and yet 
in 1910 a court sitting in equity struck 
their organization down. Not because 
they were doing unlawful things, but 
simply because they made a mistake 
as to the method in which they could 
,the better hold their combined. prop- 
erties.” 

Then follows a description of the 
“anti-ring energy” and “‘infinite skitl” 
by which the brief says this business 
was bullt up and also a recital of the 
well-Known steps by which the Stand- 
ard Oil Company’ expanded into par- 
ticipation in a world-wide trade. 

The brief claims ‘further that the 
defendants “used every means to 
cheapen the product and quality.” From 
‘1862 to 1906 (forty-four years), the 
work went on.

In explaining his reason for declining, 
Mr. Gompers said the experience of 
most citi@és has shown prohibition to be 
a failure. 

“I could not consent to indorse local | 
option because I am not in sympathy 
with the movement,” said Mr. Gomp- 
ers. 

“Proper regulation of the liquor 
traffic is much more effective than the 
abolishment of saloons under the local 
option or prohibition laws. Experience 
of cities, both In the United States and 
other countries, has shown this. There 
is not a city in Maine where a stranger 
cannot go and buy all the beer or 
whiskey he wants. There is no at- 
tempt whatever to disguise the fact 
day of the car rven's strike.

If this warm 
weather continues very much longer 
and is then followed by a freeze. the 
Buds wil! be so far advanced that the 
peach crop will be ruined.”

Over $1,000,000 Addéd 
to the Appropriation.

Washington, March 8.—Over $1,000,- 
000 was added by the house today to 
the appropriation, recommended by 
the committee on postoffices and post- 
roads for the rural free delivery serv- 
ice for the year ending June 30, 1911. 
The appropriation, it was stated, would 
be sufficient to permit the establish- 
ment of 3,000 new rural freé delivery 
routes, as it would make available for. 

Dur- 
ing the current fiscal year $660,000 wag 
available for extension of this service.

The first tax of the year for this 
beverage was received at the office of 
the state treasurer vesterday morning 
in the form of a check for $9,000 from 
the ordinary of Muscogee county. It 
is customary for the tax to be paid 
by the end of the first quarter of the 
year, and a number of similar checks 
are expected during the present month.

Bogota, Colombia, March 8.—-A quar- 
rel betwe@'the manager of an Ameri- 
canh-owned street railway line and a 
police officer late yesterday was fol- 
lowed by a riot. during which a mob 
attempted to wfeck the street cars.

NATIONAL AID TO.PRIVATE EDUCATION. 


Strong protest is being made in national educational circles against the 
proposal, now pending in both houses of congress, the effect of which would 
be to make an appropriation from the national treasury to the George 
Washington University, said to be a private institution of learning in the 
District of Columbia. : 

This protest is voiced by the legislative committee of the National Asso- 
ciation of State Universities, composed of the presidents of the universities 
of lowa, Kansas, Alabama, Illinois, Ohio and Tennessee. 

This committee and the organization it représents are of a strength and 
force sufficient to command the attention of congress and its careful con- 
sideration of whatever it may have to present, 

The principle of national aid to a private institution of learning, if such 
it be, is, of course, wrong; and it becomes doubly so in-the light of national 
refusal to extend needed assistance to public education throughout the 
country. 

If congress would render substantial service to the people of the United 
States in the furtherance of education, IT SHOULD MAKE A GENERAL 
APPROPRIATION TO COMMON SCHOOL WORK, TO BE APPORTIONED 
UPON EQUITABLE BASIS AMONG THE STATES. 

A natioral appropriation to a private institution would be a perversion, 
rather than a carrying out, of that principle. 

The Constitution has frequently pointed out two directions in which 
the national congress might render substantial service to a vast portion of 
the population—a majority, in fact—who now participate in the least pro- 
portion in the benefits of national expenditure. 

One of these is government aid in building public roads; the other is 


In neither of these directions has congress manifested the least desire 
or intention to do anything toward the public relief. 

It goes on annually increasing appropriations to battleships and arma- 
ments, but when it comes to specific and definite promotion of the arts 
of peace, there is the silence of the tomb. 

On what possibile theory an appropriation to a private university in the 
District of Columbia can be defended, and particularly in view of a pro- 
hounced attitude against rendering nationa] assistance to general public 
education, it is impossible to conceive. ‘ 

Congress should enlarge the scope of its vision; it is manifesting symp- 
toms of becoming near-sighted.

MISSISSIPPI VALLEY CHALLENGES COTTON’S TYRANNY. 


Against the overlordship of King Cotton, which has so long operated 
to force the south annually to the west for foodstuffs, the Mississippi Valley 
is making studious and auspicious war. 

Here is how the Associated Press describes the opening battles, and 
they carry a lesson rich in morals for every portion of the southern 
states: | 


Somewhat of a novel sight has been presented in this connection at 
New Orleans during the last week, when old-time river steamers, usually 
associated with the transportation of cotton exclusively, came down the 
river from Louisiana and Mississippi points loaded with fat, squealing 
porkers. Steamboat loads of hogs were unknown before in New Orleans. 

Simultaneous with this incident, news Was received that banks at 
Baton Rouge and other interior points are offering seed cotton free to 
farmers who wil! substitute corn for cotton on any part or all of their 
land. Prizes have also been offered in several parishes of Louisiana to 
the farmer who raises the finest hog during’ the year. 


Cotton is the foundation upon which the south’s prosperity is and should 


be reared. 


But cotton should be a servant, not a master.

Today, cultural methods are revolutionized as contrasted with those 
of the fifties. We know how to make the soil return more to the acre, with- 
out exhausting its fertility. 

The science of breeding cattle and hogs and wheat and grains, we have 
learned almost as exactly as the science of mathematics. 

But until ten years ago, the southern farmer, in the aggregate, neglected 
the wisdom of the old plantation days, and brought forth a concentrated 
crop of cotton, buying his meat, largely his grains and other provisions, 
from the granaries and storehouses of the west.

BANKHEAD PLEADS 
FOR WATER POWER 


It Is an Important Industry and 
Needs Protection, 


He Says. 


Washington. March &—“The develop- 
ment of water power is an infant in- 
dustry and needs protection,” declared 
Senator Bankhead. of Alabama, in a 
speech in the senate today on his reso- 
lution for the appointment of a com- 
mittee of five senators to investigate 
the improvement of navigable rivers. 

Mr. Bankhead contended that con- 
gress had no control of the waters of 
navigabie rivers cept for the pur- 
poses of intersta nd foreign come 
merce; and that t state controlled 
and was entitled to the 
use of the waters for all 
poses. 

“Economy in producing heat, light 
and power very soon wi!l] compel the 
use of water power, an energizing 
force which wee are making impossible 
by our present method of improving 
navigable rivers,” said Mr. 
“We are spending millions of dollars 
improving the rivers that will be 
loss when we come to provide 
we have destroyed for 
all time the possibility of power. A 
very distinguished army engineer 
stated to me a few days ago that our 
present plan of improving our rivers 
where favorable water stations exist is 
a crime that cannot longer be con- 
doned.”

He has informed the secretary of the 
shipment to him from Texas of sam- 
ples of cotton seed flour, bread and 
cakes. This food has been privately 
tested for twenty years, and the sec- 
retary’s nephew wishes him to test it. 

The cost of the cotton seed flour is 
said to be only 50 or 75 per cent that 
of cereals, while its nutritive value is 
declared to be from five to seven times 
as great. To give the necessary con- 
sistency, about 40 per cent of wheat 
flour is added to the cotton seed flour,

Chicago. March 8&—Uniless the rail- 
roads of the west, northwest and 
southwest make additona! concessions 
to their firemen and enginemen the 
men will go out on a strike to compel 
the granting of demands for higher 
wages and improved working condi- 
tiens. This is the ultimatum of the 
employes as expressed by complete re- 
turns from the “strike vote” recently 
taken bv the mem on about 50 rail- 
roads in these sections of the country. 

A committee representig thne mem- 
bers of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen and Engineers, which has 
been in session here since March 1, 
counting the ballots, completed its 
task and gave out the official figures 
on the vote today. According to the 
announcement a trifle more than 86 
per cent of the unton employees of the 
railroads were opposed to accepting 
the offer of the railroad managers 
committee and a little more than 89 
per cent of the non-union men em- 
ployed by the roads voted against the 
proposition. 

Although the strike was voted by 
such a large majority the employees, 
it is said, are still a receptive mood 
and are willing to submit their griev- 
ances to arbitration. A conference be- 
tween the managers’ committee ang @ 
committee representing the men is 
scheduled to be ‘held here tomorrow 
when negotiations will be resumed. 

President W. S. Carter, of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Firemen and 
Enginemen, who arrived in Chicago to- 
day to take part in tomorrows pro- 
ceedings, expressed the hope that the 
problem would be solved without the 
necessity of a strike.

o'clock. The committee is as follows:

The committee was appointed to 
carry out a recommendation made by 
the mayor in his annual address on the 
first Monday of last January. In 
speaking of the city boards the mayor 
said: 


Maryor’s Recommendation. 

“After twelve months’ observation o” 
the operation of the various depart- 
mental boards, whfch consist of one 
member from each ward, and mayor 
and council committee chairman. ex- 
officio members, making this year 
twelve members on each board, T be- 
lieve that these boards are too large. I 
belleve this is now recognized by the 
members of the boards themselves. 
Twelve men, each with his own views 
and plitical ward environment, make 
a conservative business administration 
of the boards very difficult. I can see 
no necessity for such a large member- 
ship on these boards, and believe the 
affairs of the city could be best 
ducted by a smaller number. .T there- 
fore recommend that the city be 4di- 
vided Into five districts, with regard to 
population and area and one member 
from each department board from each 
district be elected by counc!!] for a 
period of three vears. The precent 
board members to serve out the terms 
for which thev were elected. but no 
vacancies he filled until the newly- 
arranged districts are without repre- 
sentation.’’ 


The Seven City Roards. 


All the city boards, except one, have 
twelve members, and the one exception 
has fifteen. The boards are composed 
of one member from each of the ten 
wards with the mayor and a council- 
man, ex-officio. The trustees of the 
Grady Hospital are composed of one 
member from each ward and three 
from the city-At-large with the mayor 
and a councilman added. The boards 
are seven in number and are as fol- 
lows: Board of health. water board, 
Grady Hospital trustees, park board. 
library trustees, board of education 
and police board. 

The boards taken all together have 
long been recognized as very powerful 
political machines, or have been back- 
ed up by very powerful political ma- 
chines. So it will be no easy matter 
for any mayor and coundci) to cause 
such a great politica! revolution as is 
contemplated. Most of the board mem- 
bers wiil not relish the idea of re- 
ducing themselves out of a job. If all 
the board members get together and 
use their political influence to put the 
brakes on the redu@tion movement it 
will take some mighty high power 
steam to keep the reform moving.

DULLNESS FOLLOWED 
LIVELY DEALINGS 


Stocks Active Early in Day, But 
Realizing Ca em 
to Become Dull. 


New York, March 8.—The liness 
which overcome the stock market after 
the lively dealings of the morning was 
due to discouragement over the ob- 
stacies to the efforts made to con- 
tinue the advances in prices. Free 
selling to realize profits was the most 
material hindrance, and a professional 
party in the speculation joined in with 
short selling, watchful for symp- 
toms of a culmination of the rise. The 
benevolent control of the market was 
by no means abandoned as seen in the 
late revival of United Statés Steel and 
the absorbent power in face of the 
large selling to realize had an en- 
couraging effect on speculative senti- 
ment. It is a tradition of finance that 
strong stock market is a help to the 
flotation of bond issues. At the same 
time an active speculation in stocks at 
this time is professedly deprecated by 
the larger banking Interests, since 
such a movement serves to Givert at- 
tention and resources from the bond 
market. The determination of the 
New York eclty financial authorities 
to fix the coming $40,000,000 issue of 
corporate stock at 4% per cent, did 
not have a harmful effect, as it was 
accepted as a settlement of a vexed 
problem and as assurance of the suc- 
cess of the offering by agreement with 
the bankers. The incident serves as 
an object lesson. nevertheless, of the 
exigencies forced upon the seekers of 
new capital. Throughout 1909 New 
York city 4% per cent corporate stock 
was sold in varying amounts at a 
premium. The reversion to the higher 
rate, while not fully up to the condli- 
tions of the 4% per cent issues of the 
financial depression, pointed con- 
clusively to a flaw in the investment 
situation.

The 173,- 
644.000 bushels estimated in farmers’ 
hands on March 1 corroborating the 
most liberal preliminary estimates by 
accepted authorities, called for revision 
of the price relations in the trade. The 
outcome will be watched with keen 
attention for the light it may throw 
on the problem of price adjustments 
throughout the schedules of commodi- 
ties and the consequences in the recti- 
fication of the country’s dislocated for- 
eign trade 

An excellent effect was produced by 
the certainty of large foreign var- 
ticipation In the New York city bond 
issue, thus assuring an important off- 
set-to the unfavorable trade balance.

GRAIN PRICES SOARED 
IN THE LAST HOUR 


Figures on Reserves on Farms 
Were Very Bullish and 
Prices Jumped. 


Chicago, March &.—Government fig- 
ures on grain reserves on the farms 
gave an unexpected impetus to prices 
in all the pits today a few minutes 
before the close and sent them s0at- 
ing to heights from which they 48 
rapidly receded. Wheat jumped from 
2% to 2 up. Corn gained similarly 
in the excitement over what Was con- 
sidered a bullish report and lost mores 
of its gaip. Oats entered into the Sud- 
den uplilt and also receded quickly. 
Provision®, which had been generally 
steady, gained strength from the svu4- 
den shifting of grain values and fin- 
ished strong. 

The excitement which preceded the 
close in the wheat pit followed a ses- 
sion which was practically without @ 
salient feature. Initial trades had 
been on a downgrade and when the 
government figures were announced 
the market was practically at yester- 
day's final figures. The government 
figures placing the farm reserves at 
173,000,000 bushels, were about 10,+ 
000,000 bushels below other estimates. 
A local crop expert, some time ago, 
gave an estimate which was 1,000,000 
lower than the official figures and 
this, in a measure, had prepared some 
of the larger concerns for the actual 
figures, so that they were unimpressed 
by the rush of buyers. Prices jumped 
in response to the demand and May 
quickly mounted to $1.13, 2%c above 
the low point for the day, while July 
and September made nearly as spec- 
tacular progress. No sooner had the 
high point been reached than the 
bears began hammering the market 
and in the succeeding quarter of an 
hour pounded prices until the close, 
showed a marked decline.
